GAINS IMPORTANT. 

Seemingly, the advances by 
the French troops on the south- 
ern part of the line cannot but 
have an extremely important 
effect on the present battle. The 
hill positions they have gained 
not alone dominate the Olse 
Valley running northeastward to 
Noyon, but around Lassigny, 
also give them a sweep of the 
plains south of Roye. 

Aside from the Amitens-Mont- 
didier sector, little fighting has 
taken place on any of the 
fronts.

Still dispatch said that 
four survivors of the fishing schoon- 
er Katie Palmer landed at New Bed- 
ford, Mass., reported that they had 
been taken aboard the submarise, 
the commander of which boasted 
that he was equip to remain in 
American waters for six months if 
he desired. 

The submarine was described by 
the men as being about 300 feet 
long, with a conning tower fifteen 
feet high, and mounting one gun.

While the reports from the com- 
mandants of the Smith’s Island 
coast guard station and the Sixth 
Naval District cleaMy indicated their 
firm belief that the gas attack on 
the island was deliberate, some of- 
ficials tonight thought there was a 
possibility that the submarine had 
discharged the oil and gas after be- 
ing wrecked on a reef. 

Attention was called to the fact 
that the action of salt water on 
electric batteries used by submarines 
generates chlorine gas, which is sim- 
ilar to mustard gas in its effect, and 


space. If the submarine were 
wrecked, it was said, this gas would 
come to the surface with the oll 
which would be freed. 


SPECULATION. 


No such possibility, however, was 
mentioned in the Navy Department's 
announcement. 

Assuming the attack was deliber- 
ate, the only explanation offered here 
was that the submarine commander 
sought to put the lighthouse out of 
commission, with the attendant dan- 
ger to passing ships. If that were 
the purpose, officials could not un- 
derstand why he did not destroy the 
lighthouse with his guns. 

On the basis of reports received 
concerning the attack on the sub- 
marine off the Virginia Coast, of- 
ficlals would not venture an opinion 
as to the possibility that the U-boat 
was destroyed. The time of the 
attack was not given iff the dispatch 
and consequently it was not known 
whether it was before or after the 
gassing of the men on Smith's 
Island. 

The attack may have occurred 
Sunday and been reported by radio, 
but the more generally accepted be- 
lief was that it took place several 
days ago and since there was no con- 
clusive proof of the destruction of 
the enemy the destroyer waited un- 
til returning to its base before re- 
porting. to the district naval com- 
rander. 

DESTROYER ATTACKS. 

When the destroyer sighted the 
raider at some distance, it dashed 
forward at full speed. The Ger- 
man evidently was maintaining 2 
sharp lookout for the U-boat soon 
submerged. The destroyer circled 
the spot and dropped fifteen depth 
charges. 

When the upheaval of the water 
caused by the terrific explosions had 
subsided, an oil scum was seen. As 
this is a ruse long empleyed by the 
Germans when attacked, the de- 
stroyer dashed in and discharged 
two more bombs.

Vacation of Hunters. 


Great Hunting and Trout

Wide Choice Offered Campers 
by Law Soon to Open. 


After a red-hot reception in form 
of weather altogether too warm ty 
successfully hunting deer, the 
licensed nimrods put in a most satis- 
factory week in the open district up- 
coast by taking advantage of de- 
lightfully cool, bracing mornings 
Just made to order for the now seri- 
ous and practical business of going 
forth to bring back the unfed wild 
meat. More deer have been brought 
down the last four days with tho 
moon dark than bit the dust in the 
opening days of the season. 

Many who could not get away at 
the opening are now preparing for 
the Western Sierra season, which 
begins Thursday the 15th, when deer 
become lawful game on the San 
Joaquin Valley slopes to the sum- 
mits, and throughout the northern 
and central portions of the State. 

IN THE SIERRAS. 

Deputies of the Fish and Game 
Commission on duty in the Sierras 
have covered much deer country in 
the last month looking out to see 
that the rights of the law-abiding 
sportsman are protected by prevent- 
ing “sooner” shooting. These war- 
dens have reported quite wunani- 
mously, two cenditions certain to 
contribute very greatly to the al- 
ready marked popularity of this 
wonderful outing country during the 
season to open.

Writings on Japan Won Him 
Order of the Rising Sun. 
Had been Associated with 
Important Concerns. 


Walter J. Ballard, one of the few 
Americans to be honored with the 
Imperia] Order of the Rising Bun of 
Japan, and an authority on politica) 
economy, statistics and corporation 
finance, died yesterday at his home. 
No. 637 South Burlington avenue, 
aged 70 years. 

The funeral services will be con- 
ducted at 2 p.m. today at the chape! 
of Bresee Bros. Rev. John Munday, 
of St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral, will of- 
fictate. Burial will be in Holly- 
wood Cemetery. 

Mr. Ballard was born in London. 
Eng., July 20, 1848, and was edu- 


cated in the London schools for a 
time, and later by his father, John 
Ballard, who was a speaker and 


writer on social and economic sub- 
jects, Between 1864 and 1870 Mr. 
Ballard was a clerk with the Sir 
George Williams dry goods firm o! 
London. 

Removing to Toronto, Can., Mr 
Ballard married Miss Harric: 
Morphy in 1872, and associated him- 
self with the wholesale trade, as a: 
accountant: In 1890 he entered the | 
employ of the General Electric Com- 
pany of Schenectady, N. Y., where 


some years Mr. Ballard way director 
and treasurer of the Ballard Brus 
Company. Later he affiliated him- 
eelf as treasurer with the Los An- 
feles Fire Alarm and the 
Phoenix Machine and Cold Storage 
Company, of Phoenix. 

During his active commercial life 
Mr. Ballard wrote continually for 
various journals of the country on 
political and statistical subjects. In 
addition he wrote a great dea! con- 
cerning the Japanese, their life and 
their customs. This material ap- 
peared at a time when there was 
more or less anti-Japanese feeling 
In this country, and it was in recogc- 
nition of this service that, in 1908, 
the Emperor of Japan conferred up- 
on him the Order of the Rising Sun. 

His writings appeared for many 
years in the Los Angeles Times, the 
New York Sun, the Troy (N. Y.) 
Times, the Albany (N. Y.) Journal, 
the Boston Protectionist, the Amer!- 
can Economist and the Encyclo- 
pedia Americana, in addition to 2 
number of Japanese publications. 

Mr. Ballard was a member of the 
Tnion League Club, and of the 
congregation of St. Paul's Pro- 
Cathedral.

OTTEN FINANCES OF GERMANY. 
Germany's finances have been sha 
from the masthead to the keel by the re- 
verses of the German army on the west 

front. | 

The same American bullets that took the 
life blood of so many German soldiers also 
punctured the German money bags in a very 
serious way. 

During this war the Central Powers have 
been operating on a false financial basis. 
They have literally capitalized hope. If 
hope fails, the whole system must go down 
with a thud. 

Even to American correspondents, before 
we were in it, German financiers frankly 
admitted this condition. 

According to their candid admissions the 

German Empire was drawing from an im-. 
aginary bank account. The idea was that 
Some conquered nation — preferably the 
United States—was to make good by indem- 
nities the amount of the overdraft after the 
war. 
America was undoubtedly invited into the 
war with cold deliberation. After the Rus- 
sian collapse the Kaiser felt absolutely cer- 
tain of victory over France and England. 
He was dubious of their ability to pay the 
big indemnity necessary to make good Ger- 
many'’s war bills. Wherefore he brought 
America into it very largely with the idea 
of having someone from whom to collect the 
indemnity. 

Germany built financially upon this struc- 
ture of hope with considerable ingenuity. 

Visitors from neutral countries have al- 
ways been staggered at the apparent plen:- 
tude of cash in Germany. The banks were 
overflowing with it. The war loans were all 
subscribed with ease as soon as offered. 

This apparent prosperity was and is fic- 
titious. Germany appears to have a lot of 
money; but she has not. 

The system by which this financial camou- 
flage is maintained is something like this: 

The city of Berlin, for instance, has been 
constructing, during the period of the war, a 
mew underground railroad and numerous 
other public enterprises. 

The city of Leipzig, since the war began, 
has built a large and magnificent public li- 
brary, a very handsome and expensive mu- 
nicipal bath-house, three great public 
schools, the cheapest of which cost 750,000 
marks. In addition to this it has spent 
8,000,000 marks in changing the course of 
a river that flows through the city. 

This would seem to indicate that Leipzig 
has more money than it knows what to do 
with—especially as the Leipzig banks are 
so full of money that, during the summer 
of 1915, it was being loaned at 4 per cent. 
interest. 


It 


CRITICAL examination of the prem- 
ises shows, however, an exceedingly 
perilous and dangerous condition of ®mances. 
Germany's overseas trade. having been 
cut off, it goes without saying that all her 
money must remain at home. The banks, 
having considerable of this surplus on hand, 
are prepared to buy municipal bonds with 
the money that formerly went into overseas 
ventures. 

The banks buy the bonds. With the bond 
money the city of Leipzig erects a public 
library. As a result of this building flurry 
jobs are plentiful. Wages are good. 

As the result of good wages the bank de- 
posits are heavy. 

As the result of heavy bank deposits the 
Danks have again a surplus of money with 
which to buy more bonds. 

And so it goes in a financial circle. More 
public works; more wages; more bank de- 
posits; more bond money; more public 
works, etc., etc., etc. What appears to be 
@ great deal of money changing hands is, in 
reality, the same old silver mark piece 
rushing around and around in a frantic cir- 
cle. 
The danger of the system is easy to see. 
Some day there comes the report of a crush- 
ing defeat in France. Hans says to his 
g00d wife Gretchen: 

“Gretchen, I think maybe we don’t put 
our wages in the bank this week. She looks 
pretty bad for the Crown Prince: Ja?” 

So the money doesn’t go into the bank 
that week. 

With the falling off of deposits the bank 
stammers and hesitates and decides not to 
buy the next municipal bonds; the munici- 
pality decides, as a consequence, to stop 
work on the new library building. Hans 
finds his wages stopped. 

In other words, the appearance of pros- 
perity is only maintained by keeping the 
money in constant motion. As soon as it 
stops the whole structure falls. 

It is literally true, as stated above, that 
the German Empire is working on capital 
obtained by converting hope of victory into 
money. As soon as the hope vanishes the 
money vanishes with it. 

Germany is living at the present time on 
the financial principle of Mark Twain's vil- 
lage where the inhabitants made a living 
by taking in each other's washing. 

The German Empire has been living the 
life of a remittance man who assures his 
creditors that his rich Uncle Sam will come 
along with the money to make good the 
bills. ; 

To a correspondent of The Times then in 
Europe one of the biggest financial leaders 
of Saxony made this bitter and prophetic 
statement as long ago as 1915: “If we do 
not win a victory great enough to collect in- 
gemnity from some other country, then I! 
ean only pray that God will give us courage 
to bear what is in store for us.” 

ul. 
HE German leaders perceive this tragic 
condition very clearly. 

Recent events show plainly that they real- 
ize their mistake in bringing in America to 
make her pay the bills. That hope has been 
swept away by the gallantry of the Yanks 
at Chateau Thierry and Fere-en-Tardenois. 

The only shred of hope left in the German 
beart lies in another direction. The Ger- 
mans are trying frantically to get their 
financial claws firmly into Russia before 
they have to quit on the west front. 

They realize with stark and staring clear- 
ness that after the war they are due to be 
cominercia] pariahs. It will be a long time 
before any other country will consent to 
barter with them. Meantime they will have 
to live somehow. Unless they plant them- 
selves into the commercial] life of Russia 
before the war ends their future will be 
bleak indeed.

ANDALL’S SARDONIOC SMILE. 

An unusual political situation has de- 
veloped in the Ninth Congress District. 
Here we have a discredited incumbent who 
should be repudiated by the whole district, 
shorn of all political power and returned to 
private life; but due to a series of misunder- 
standings he remains a formidable con- 
tender for the office. Unless the four can- 
didates who are opposing him for the Re- 
publican nomination quit quarrelling among 
themselves the fight certainly is being made 
to his order and we ftmagine Charles H. 
Randall's sardonic smile is growing broader 
with each succeeding report from his baill- 
wick. 

Early in the campaign attempts were 
made to eliminate all but one of the Repub- 
lican candidates. Such plans failed for one 
reason or another and when the barrier 
was lifted we found four Republicans still 
determined to make the race. This was 
bad énough, but three of them made the 
situation worse when they began to con- 
centrate their efforts against one of their 
quartette rather than running upon an anti- 


» Randall track. 


Many leading Republicans soon grasped 
the point that it would be folly to split the 
vote of their party and decided that of the 
four candidates Montaville Flowers of Mon- 
rovia was the most formidable. Soon senti- 
ment in favor of him began to crystallize 
and today he is looked upon as the only 
candidate who has a chance to beat the 
incumbent. 

During the past week three of the original 
Randall-beaters diverted their attention 
from him to Mr. Flowers, the purpose of 
which is not clear unless they were prompt- 
ed by jealousy. Such a turn in affairs is 
to be regretted. It is really the patriotic 
duty of all Ninth District citizens to defeat 
Charles H. Randall, the pacifist, and the 
duty may be done if there is an abrupt end 
of this foolish bickering. 

There is no dirt to be thrown at W. C. 
Mushet, 8. W. Odell or J. W. Reagan. They 
are reputable and patriotic citizens and no 
one need apologize for them. However, the 
best posted men in the district after giving 
the situation careful and prayerful consid- 
eration are almost a unit in the belief that 
Montaville Flowers is the strongest candi- 
date and can get the most votes. 

Now that Republicans are interested pr’ 
marily in the defeat of Randall we should 
forget personal feelings and leanings and 
get behind the man who may win. It is 
not to be expected that the candidates’ 
managers’ fight against Mr. Flowers will be 
continued, for the candidates are not of 
that caliber. If all of them, are stfll deter- 
mined to stick it out until the last vote 
is counted on the 27th inst., for decency's 
sake let's all stand pat upon one issue— 
the political annihilation of Charles H. 
Randall. 

The record of Randall in Congress is vul- 
nerable and it will be spread before the 
people of the Ninth District. When they 
learn from the unassailable Congressional 
Record what he has done to hinder the 
President's war programme, can they re- 
frain from doing their patriotic duty? 
Meanwhile, why should any friend of 
Mushet, Reagan or Odell contribute to the 
serdonic gaiety of Randall? Do you, Mr.

GERMAN HIVE.” 

Oliver Wendell Holmes, in his in-- 
comparable poem, “The Deacon's Master- 
piece,” better known to the world as the 
“One Hoss Shay,” characterizes George the 
Second of England as “Snuffy old drone 
from the German hive.” 

The royal families preceding the House 
of Hanover certainly had their faults. 
Dickens declared, “The Stuarts were public 
nuisances,” but they had at least one mer- 
it—they were thoroughly English. There 
fore the people did not take kindly to the 
representatives of the “German hive.” 

Sophia, granddaughter of James the First, 
had married the Elector of Hanover, an 
unimportant province in the northern part 
of Germany. When Queen Anne died, in 
1714, as there was no other heir to the 
throne, except the son of the hated James 
the Second, George Louis, Elector of Han- 
over and son of Sophia, was made King of 
England with the title George I. He most 
thoroughly deserved ihe epithet given to 
his son, George IJ, “Snuffy old drone from 
the German hive.” He could not speak Eng- 
lish when he came to the throne and, con- 
sequently, he was not well received by the 
English people. To him the Province of 
Hanover was of more importance than Eng- 
land and, as a natural consequence, he in- 
troduced as many German customs and ob- 
servances as possible, traces of which may 
still be found in England and her colonies. 
Among other things is the pronunciation of 
the letter “z” as “zed,” and the long “!” in 
the words “either” and “neither.” A pupil 
of one of the finest girl's seminaries in 
Canada told the present writer that her 
teacher never allowed these pronunciations 
{in her school, because they were not Eng- 
lish, but German, and that they had been 
introduced by Albert, the Prince Consort. 
It is more likely that they were foisted 
upon the English people by the House of 
Hanover, unfortunately there was no Pepys 
in those days, and, later on, simply empha- 
sized by the German Albert. 

Be this as it may, the third representa- 
tive of the “German hive,” George ITI, un- 
like his predecessors, who were mere fig- 
ureheads, determined to obey his mother’s 
injunction and “be King.” Had he not 
been obstinate and foolhardy, deaf to all 
reasoning and persuasion from his coun- 
selors, there would have been no American 
revolution. More than all, the people of 
this great American nation would not have 
carried for nearly a century and a half a 
resentment toward the English people 
which should long ago haye been placed 
upon the product of the “German hive,” the 
King who was so determined to “be Kine” 
that he thought no sacrifice too great in 
blood and treasure to preserve the sem- 
blance of his authority. 

Surely the dwellers on this planet have 
had evidence enough of the unreasonable 
pertinacity of the Germans and their abso- 
lute disregard of other people's rights. It 
is now high time that we should be done 
with this “German hive.” Let it be trans- 
ferred soon to a small corner of Central 
Europe, where the dwellers therein shal! 
be gradually absorbed by other nations and 
their language become dead and forgotten. 

Unfortunately, In the interests of a faith- 
ful record of facts, the “German hive,” with 
its great malicious military drone, Kaiser 
William, must be mentioned in the annals 
of history; but it will only be with detesta- 
tion and abhorrence.

A PARISIAN DIANA 
AND PROPAGANDISTS. 
Germans Send Fluttering 


Down from the Air; A Sol- 
dier’s Comments.

tinct im many ways, has one par- 
ticularly unique institution, do-wit: 
a colored lady taxicab driver. 


It is doubtful whether there is an- 
other “darkey” in the world as proud 
of his or her position as this distinct- 
ly brunnette lady as she pilots her 
“bus generalle” along the rues and 
boulevards. 

Hailing her one day in a rush to 
reach the Bourse, in giving the di- 
rection I referred to her as Dinah. 
She made plain her pique. 

“Whah, Monsieur, do you git that 
Dinah stuff?” she remonstrated. “Us 
French cullad ladies don’t have such 
names as Dinah or Delia. My name 
is D-l-A-N-A, understand?” 

I confessed to having been en- 
lightened, and suggested that the 
last name might be Johnson of 
Washington.

Down out of cloud and into the sun- 
light came thousands of fluttering 
things which appeared no larger 
than butterflies. They descended 
like the falling leaves of autumn, 
swirling about in midair as caught 
by a vagrant gust of wind. As they 
approached nearer they grew to the 
size of handbills, such as you some- 
times find on your front porch an- 
nouncing a “Bankrupt Sale” or a 
precinct political meeting. The air 
seemed filled with them. They fiut- 
tered down into an area where 
French and American troops were 
brigaded together. 

The Boche, having failed in his 
military drive, had started a peace 
offensive. Somewhere up in that 
cloud saddied in an airplane was an 
enemy propagandist seeking to sow 
discord among the Allies, 

These circulars were printed in 
French, and were intended particu- 
larly for the Poilus. Apparently, 
the Germans did not know of the 
presence of our men in this sector. 
But some of our soldiers were fa- 
millar enough with the French 
language to get the drift of the 
Kaiser's printed argument. 

The circular dwelt at considerable 
length on the ancient differences be- 
tween France and Egeland, resort- 
ing to the usual Hun tactics of try- 
ing to arouse old prejudices, and 
recited a list of uncomplimentary re- 
marks which France’s neighbor 
across the Channel is alleged to have 
made, but failed to mention that 
said utterances were expressed sev- 
eral hundred years before the pres- 
ent war started. Also, charges of 
German atrocities were character- 
ized as purely English inventions. 

This distinctly German literature 
was passed up by the French with 
an expression which I could not un- 
derstand, but which from the ex- 
pression on their faces I would judge 
corresponded to our own typically 
American expression, “bull con.” 

One of our own soldiers, a Syra- 
cuse graduate, read one of the things 
and then threw it down in disgust. 

“Did you ever see anything quite 
so fat-headed as that?” he snorted. 
“They must think that we wear 
nothing but mayonnaise dressing un- 
der our war bonnets. 

“German atrocities purely Eng- 
lish inventions! 

‘T suppose the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania, one of the major crimes of 
all times, was an invention. Some- 
body just imagined it. 

“I suppose the killing of sixty-five 
people in a Paris church on Good 
Friday by a German shell was a pure 
invention—and the forcing of a 
British seaman back into a burning 
building in a German prison camp.
